SESSION NOTES. 
Orrswa, May 26, ’97. 

That the deluge of tariif deputations 
which has almost overwhelmed the 
ministers during the past four weeks 
has not been without effect, was 
shown when the numerous amend- 
ments to the tariff resolutions were 
announced yesterday afternoon by 
the minister of finance in going into 
committee of ways and means. The 
number of the changes and their 
uniform direction pointed strongly to 
the growing influence of the manu- 
facturers with the government, and 
produced a corresponding feeling of 
disappointment amongst their taritl- 
for-revenue supporters. Not that 


the changes in themselves were so im- | 


portant or undesirable, or that the 
tariff as amended is not an improve- 
ment on its predecessor, but that the 
manufacturers appear to have greater 
influence in the councils of the 
try than is likely to be for the 
countrys good. There is no doubt 
that Fielding’s announcements have 
weakened the prestige of tae govern- 
ment in many important directions. 
There is a Jack of decision, an appear- 
ance of a desire to please everybody, 
which may possibly reach the usual 
result of pleasing nobody, 
bringing discredit, if not disaster on 
the government. The most remark- 
able change is with regard to mining 
machinery, which was announced as 
free under the tariff as brought down. 
Now certain articles are scheduled as 
free, and certain other articles are 
scheduled to pay 25 per cent. This 
practically goes back to the condi- 
tions under the late 
which admitied mining machinery of 
the class not manufactured in Canada 
free of duty. This is what is pracii-

Spring steel, steel billies and sieel

5 percent. Scrap iron, which was $4 
per ton, and.was reduced to $1.50 
under the new tariff, is again reduced 
to $l per ton. Steel ingots, etc., 
which were $4 per ton, are now re- 
duced to $2; structural iron and 
steel boiler plates were made 15 per 
cent ; they are now 10 per cent. 
While the preferential tariff re- 
duces the schedule on the finished 
manufactures of iron, it also reduces 
on the raw iron or steel. The anti- 
combines clause has been amended by 
providing for a reference, as_ to the 
fact of a combine existing, to a judge 
before action can be taken by the 
government. The preferential tariff 
provisions provide for the extension 
of those provisions to other countries 
entitled to the same by treaty richt 
with Great Britain. “There is no 
change in the agricultural schedules 
or in regard to what is more particul- 
arly known as agricultural machinery. 
Sir Charles opened the debate fo 
the opposition by an attack on 
preferential trade clause, declaring 
that it was impracticable, uncon. 
stitutional and destructive, and moved 
a long resolution expressing that view. 
He held that by conceding preferential 
trade to Great Britain, without any 
conditions in return, the probability 
which he held te exist of securing pre- 
ferential advantages for Canadian pro- 
ducts in the British market was 
thrown away; that the attempt to

ignore the treaty obligations entered 
into by Britain, giving equal privileges 
to Germany, Belgium, and other 
countries, was almost an act of re- 
bellion ; and that to admit German 
and Belgian manufactures inte Canada 
on the same terms as British, without 
being able to exact any compensating 
trade advantage from those countries, 
would be destructive to Canadian 
manufacturing industries, _ without 
there being any compensation to the 
Canadian producer. 

Hon. Mr. Davies - followed Sir 
Charles Tupper, arguing closely on the 
question of the legality of the pre- 
ferential trade provisions, and their 
effects in regard to the trade with 
Germany and Belgium. He _ held 
that Canada had fiscal independence 
at the time these treaties were negoti- 
ated, and that, therefore, they could 
not bind Canada without the consent 
of parliament, which had never been 
given. He argued, again, thai, even 
should a preferential trade agreement 
excluding Germany and Belgium be 
imposed under those treaties, the pro- 
positions of the government were not 
covered by them, inasmuch as there 
was no mutual agreement as to the 
admission of goods at a special rate of 
duty; and he contended further that 
if the treaties did bind Canada, and 
if they did apply to the proposi- 
| tions of the government, the govern- 
ment had taken the only way to get 
those treaties abrogated by Britain. 
The amendment to the preferential 
‘clause now made did not alter the 
position er contention of the govern- 
| ment, but merely, defiined their posi- 
| tion in a certain eventuality, pending 
|further action either by the British 
government, or-by the parliament of 
Canada, The debate will be continu- 
ed to-day. 

Yesterday afternoon the Hon. Mr.

Whatever dissatisfaction there may 
have been with the action of the gov- 
ernment in still further considering 
the case presented by the manufac- 
turers, Mr. Foster’s speech did more 
to allay it than anything else could 
have done, as it was quite evident 
that he was prepared to go any 
length not te be outbidden for the 
favor of those interests. He stood 
squarely on a protective plasform, in 
favor of protective principles, and was 
in favor-of protection, first, fast. and 
always. The vote against Sir Charles 
Tupper’s amendment, stood 76 to 42. 
The House was very thinly attended 
considering the |importance of the 
question and the fact that it was the 
strong stand made by the conserva- 
tives regarding the tariff. It showed 
plainly that there was no enthusiastic 
rally on behalf of the position taken. 
The terms of the amendment propos- 
ed, were, in effect that the preferential 
clause was injurious to the industrial 
interests of Canada and really opposed 
preferential trade with England ; it 
recited that the late government had 
tried its best, without success, to get 
preferential trade, and that Canada is 
roady to enter into preferential trade 
arrangements; it further took the 
position that the house could not 
agree to arrangements being made 
| by the government, regarding the 
operations of the tariff and the raising 
of revenue, without the sanction of 
parliament. The amendment carried 
on its face the condemnatioa of the 
late government and the course of the 
| present opposition, in that, while it 
declared that Canada desired prefer- 
ential trade, the present opposition 
was doing all it could to oppose the 
existing preferential trade arrange- 
ments which had been accepted in a 
most favorable spirit by England as 
| they had been offered by Canada, and 
that the late government had shown 
either its incapacity, or hypocrisy, in 
that having attempted to secure pre- 
| ferential trade arrangements for many 
| years, they had failed, while the new 
| government had put preferential trade 
arrangements in force within a few 


| monthe after aecession to office. Mr. 
Foster attacked the controller of 
customs, demanding to know the 


exact circumstances under which pre- 
ferential trade would be accorded to 
| countries other than England, using 
| personal references of such a nature 
‘that Mr. Patterson characterized 
| them as insulting. In reply the lat- 
| ter referred Mr. Foster to the plain 
reading of the preferential clause, and 
pointed out that ifthe governments 
of Germany, Belgium, or any of the 
other industrial competitors of Eng- 
| land, desired to force their position as 
| being entitled to the pieferential pro- 
visions, they could point to the strong 
arguments made by the Hon. Mr. 
| Foster in their favor. While the 
Hon. Mr. Foster was arguing on lines 
| the -effect which would be the intro- 
duction of the product of the cheap 
labor of Germany and Belgium into 
| the markets of Canada, the govern- 
ment took the position distinctly that 
they did not allow that introduction, 
and would not allow-it without sub- 
stantial and compensating trade con- 
cessions, 

In committee of the whole, the bill 
respecting the Calgary & Edmonton 
| Railway was amended to require the 
establishment of a station within the 
present corporate limits of the town 
of Fort Macleod, should the railway 
be extended to connect with the pro- 
posed Crow’s Nest Pass railway. An 
amendment to this effect was proposed 
by Mr. Oliver, and was opposed by 
Colonel Tisdale, on behalf of the com- 
pany, who opposed the amendment to 
| such an extent as to require a vote to 
| be taken. The amendment protecting 
| the interests of Macleod was support- 
| ed by every member present on~ the* 
government side, except Mr. Lount, 
of Toronto, and by Messrs. Earle and 
Davin, of the opposition; while the 
opposition as a body, Hon. Mr. Foster 
being present but Sir Charles Tupper 
absent, opposed it. The application 
of the company for extension of time 
to build to Peace River onthe north, 
and to the boundary on the south 
was dropped by the company when 
they found that they could not get 
the power unconditionally.. This 
amendment is an important departure 
in the matter of dealings with rail- 
ways in the Northwest, and is the 
first notable instance in which a com- 
pany had been -compelled to respect 
the vested interests of the towns 
affected by its construction. It is to 
be hoped that the principle will be 
adhered to; and from the unanimous 
vote of the government party on - this 
occasion it seems probable that it wil! 
be adhered to as long as that party 
remains in power. While it is evident 
that the opposition :are, as ever, on 
the side of the monopoly against the 

people.

A By-Law to provide for the raising of twenty-five 
thousand dollers as a bonus to aid in the con- 
struction of a Combined Rai)way atd Traffic 
Bridge across the Saskatchewan River, at #d- 
monton. 


WHEREAS, a petition, signed by at least onr- 
in number of the resident ratepayers of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, has been 
presented to the Municipal Council of the said 
Munic pality, requesting them to pars a By-law to 
rovide for the raising of the sum of $25,000.00 to 
given as a bonus to the Deminion Government to 
aid in the construction of a Combined Railway and 
Traffle Bridge across the Saskatzhewan River at 
Edmonton, and for the issuing cf Debentures 
therefor, and to submit the same for the assent of the 
ratepayers of the Municipality duly qualified to vote 
thereon ; 


AND WHEREAS, the Municipal Council have 
deemed it expedient to comply with the requests of 
the said petition ; 


AXED WHEREAS, the Municipal Council deem it 
expedient that the said sum shall be raised by the 
issue of Debentures to the said amount, payabie in 
thirty years, bearing interest at the rate of five per 
cent. per annum, payabie half-yearly ; 


AND WHEKEAS, the amount of the whole rate- 
able property of the Municipality, according to the 
last revised assessment roll, is $914,770.60 ; 


AND WHEREAS, the tota] amount of the exist- 
ing debt of the Municipality, outside of the debt 
due for the current expeises of the jear, is 
$18,510 88, incurred for local improvements ; and 
$33,765.95, incurred for permanent improvements ;

2, The Mayor and Clerk cf the Municipality are 
hereby authorized to issue debentures of the Muni- 
cipality to the sggregate amount cf $25,000.00, 
payable in thirty years from the day of the date on 
which this By-law takes effect, bearing interest at 
the rate of-five per cent. per annum, payable half- 
yearly ; such debentures to be payable at the office 
of the Treasurer cf the Municipality of the Town 
of Kdmenton, and to have attached tothem coupons 
for the payment of interest. 


3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall require to be raised only for the payment of 
the said interest, and for the creating of an «qual 
yearly Sinking Fund to be set apart for the pay- 
ment of the principal sum of $25,000.00, a special 
rate of 1 8-10 mills on the dollar, over ard above all 
other rates aud taxes, shall be levied in the same 
manner, and at the same times, as the general 
municipal taxes, upou the whole of the rateable 
property in the Municipality in cach year, for the 
period cf thirty vears, during which the said 
Debentures shall be current. 


4 The said Debentures, when so issued, as afore-

GALICIA. 


The Portage Daily Graphic furnishes 
information iespecting Galicia from 


whence numbers of immigrants are | 


arriving in this district. In Europe 
there are two provinces of Galicia. One 
is in Spain—the other is in North- 
eastern Austria, and it is from the 
latter our immigrants are coming. The 
people of the province were originally a 


free tribe; they were first subjugated 


in the ninth century by the Russians 
of Kiev. The western half of the 
country shortly afterwards became part 
of the kingdom of Poland. Later it 
became a part of Austria, then again 
a part of Poland about the end of the 
fourteenth century. In the partition 
of Poland in 1875 
Austria, since which time it has remain- 
ed acrown province of the Austrian 


empire. The population of the province 


is about five millions. The Galicians 
are an industrious people and have 
made in the last twenty-five years con- 
siderable progress in their own country. 


They are however much behind the | 


people of Scandinavia or Gallic Europe 
in civilization and yreatly inferior to 
Britons as settlers. The are Slavs and 
and are nearer akin to southern Russian 
than to the Hungarians whom they so 
much resemble in all respects.

In an interview regarding an increase 


| of the train service on the C. & E., and
